The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, May 26, 
at the courthouse in Enterprise, and 
voted to postpone adopting a I-cent 
sales tax to help finance the construc- 
tion of a new jail to be built in 
Enterprise. 


Probate Judge James L. Sawyer 
told the Commission, ‘‘When_ the 
county attorney met with Judge Gamble 
last week, the judge gave us 15 days to 
make concrete steps toward the con- 
struction of a jail. We need to discuss 
this matter.” 


“There has been a lot of talk about 
putting on a l-cent sales tax," stated 
Commissioner Don Smith, ‘but I think 
we should try all other means to get the 
money. We are in a recession and | 
don't think the people of Coffee County 
should be burdened with another tax. I 
have had contacts at the capitol in 
Washington, D.C. report to me that 
Federal funds may be available, and I 
make « motion to authorize the 
Commission and county attorney to go 
to Washington and meet with our 
senators in an effort to acquire Federal

The Commission voted unanimously 
to approve the motion, and expressed a 
hesitance to adopt a sales tax.

***apreed to give Superior Roofing two 
more days to fix a leak in the roof at the 
Office Complex; and 

***adjourned until Thursday.

Did you know that women are more likely to have 
gallstones than men? Medical research has proven that 
more females develop gallstones than males. And, 
gallstones are more common in women who have borne 
children. Most inflammations of the gallbladder are 
caused by these little stones. 


Medical researchers are still trying to find the exact 
cause for gallstones. It is not unusual for persons“to 
have gallstones and not be aware of the fact. But,

SELECTING AN 
AIR CONDITIONER 

If you doubt your air 
conditioner will make it 
through the summer because 
of old age, shop carefully for 
a new one, A smaller 
capacity unit keeps down the 
initial purchase price, It 
probably will cost less to 
operate and may do a better 
job than a somewhat over- 
sized unit. 

An air conditioner does 
two things to make a room 
cool and comfortable. It cools 
and it dehumidifies. A unit 
too large for a room cools it 
quickly. Then the compres- 
sor cycles off. Dehumidify- 
ing occurs only while the 
compressor is operating. So, 
an oversized unit may not 
dehumidify enough. 

Aslightly undersized unit, 
on the other hand, will 
operate the compressor more 
of the time, and thereby 
control humidity more effect- 
ively. In the past, the 
capacity of many room air 
conditioners was determined 
by estimating the size of the 
area to be cooled, and then 
adding a bit for good meas- 
ure. The result is that many 
units in service today are 
larger than necessary.

SALT 
Too much sodium is bad 
for us. So, why do we

And it controls the 
texture and moisture level in 
some foods Salt also 
controls the rate and kind of 
fermentation process needed 
to produce sauerkraut, 
pickles and uniform loaves of 
bread. 

Another problem is that 
many foods contain sodium 
naturally. On the average, 
foods from animal sources 
have more sodium than foods 
from plants. 

And then there’s the 
problem of taste. Many of us 
like the salty taste and don’t 
like the flavor of some foods 
without salting them. 

Learn to enjoy the un- 
salted flavors of foods. Cook 
with only small amounts of 
added salt. Add little or no 
salt to food at the table. And 
limit your intake of salty 
foods, such as potato chips, 
pretzels, salted nuts and 
popcorn 

The amount you eat can 
be controlled by careful food 
selection while shopping. 
Read food labels carefully to 
determine the amounts of 
sodium in processed foods 
and snack items.

The Census? 


Were you counted in the 
1980 Census of Population 
and Housing? 

If you think you or your 
family might have been 
missed, fill out the WERE 
YOU COUNTED? form being 
printed in this newspaper 
and others as a _ public 
service. Cut it out and mail it 
to the address shown on the 
form. It will be checked 
against the master address 
list for your area, so there is 
no chance of an individual! or 
household being counted 
twice. 

The appeal is made by 
Joan Bowen, Manager of the 
census district office for this 
area, who says that the 
**Were You Counted?" cam- 
paign is the final phase of the 
1980 census. It is conducted 
to insure that no one is 
overlooked. 2 

A few days before April 
1, Census Day, question- 
naires were mailed to all 
residential addresses in this 
area. They were to be filled 
out and mailed back on April 
1. After about two weeks, 
the Census Bureau hired and 
trained local residents as 
census takers and sent them 
out to call at homes from 
which no questionnaires had 
been received. They will also 
contact, usually by tele 
phone, households which 
have returned inadequately 
filled-out questionnaires, 

““A check is now being 
made to ascertain that a 
questionnaire for every 
household has been com- 
pleted,"’ the manager said, 
“‘and shortly we will be able 
to turn over to local officials 
the population counts for 
their communities."’ Known 
as the Local Review Program 
of the census, its purpose is 
to give local government 
officials an opportunity to 
spot errors while census 
workers are still in the field; 
thus, contributing signif- 
icantly to the accuracy and 
success of the census. 

“We're already in the 
process of adding up the 
figures, but of course, the 
totals will be unofficial, 
preliminary counts. The 


official counts will come 
sometime later from the 
Director of the Census Bu- 
reau. 

The manager pointed out 
that representation in the 
U.S. Congress and the State 
Legislature is determined by 
census population count. 
Federal funds are allotted to 
states and local governments 
on a per capita basis. So a 
short count means. under- 
representation in the law- 
making bodies, and under- 
allotment in government 
funds. Thus it is imperative 
that we have a complete 
count. The help of every 
resident of this area is 
needed to reach this goal, he 
said.

LAWN WEEDS 

We have had a lot of calls 
this spring on spurweed and 
rattlesnake weed. Spurweed 
is a very low-growing, tiny 
plant in the lawn which 
produces spiked burs, If the 
infestation is bad enough in 
your lawn, you won't be able 
to walk on it without shoes. It 
is a very bad pest. 

Rattlesnake weed grows 
right under the surface of the 
ground and partially on top. 
It has elongated stems and is 
a nuisance. 

If you have spurweed, 
use Balan granules in the fall 
in October and again about 
the first week inebruary. In 
addition to this, spray your 
lawn in the early spring 
around the middle of Febru- 
ary with a material called 
33-plus. Spray an extra time 
or two if necessary. This 
method should control spur- 
weed. 


For rattlesnake weed, 
spray more than once with 
33-plus in February in the 
afternoon when the tempera- 
ture is between SS and 60 
degrees. Two or three 
applications should bring this 
weed under control. Gen- 
erally, you should use about 
2 ounces of the 33-plus 
material per gallon of water 
per 1,000 sq. ft. of lawn 
space. 

In addition to controlling 
these weeds, these materials 
will also control a lot of other 
weeds. 


GOOD TUMATOES 

A lot of people in Coffee 
County grow delicious toma- 
toes. Several things are 
important to grow a good 
crop of tomatoes. 

1, Be sure to lime your 
garden. Tomatoes like a soil 
with a relatively high pH. 

2.When tomatoes begin to 
bloom, use a fungicide such 
as Daconil, Bravo or Zineb 
weekly. If you should get 
irregularly shaped, small, 
dark spots on tomato leaves, 
add a copper spray to the 
other materials. 

3. Stake or use some type 
trellis or wire netting for 
tomatoes. Use a stake at 
least 2 inches square and 6 
feet long. Drive it into the 
ground about a foot. 

4. Sidedress your toma- 
toes after the first fruit is 
about the size of a half dollar. 
Ypu could use some 8-8-8 or 
ammonium nitrate depend- 
ing on how you fertilized in 
the beginning. 

5. Spray for insects if 
necessary. 


SOYBEAN TROUBLE 

Do you want to know one 
reason soybeans are so much 
cheaper this year than last 
year? One big factor, of 
course, is the crop which was 
made last year. However, 
nationally the projections are 
that we will plant about one 
percent less in 1980 than we 
did in 1979. One of the 
problems is that oil seed 
supplies including soybeans, 
sunflowers, and cottonseed 
may be a record. 

Another big factor is that 
South America could produce 
about 30-35 percent more 
soybeans this year than they 
did last year. For example, 
growers in Brazil increased 
from 8 million tons in 1974 to 
a projected 16 million tons 
this year. In other words, 
they have doubled produc- 
tion in about five years. 

Argentina is the second 
largest producer in South 
America. They are produc- 
ing large amounts for export. 
All these factors are keeping 
the price of soybeans low. 


D DAY 

The way weeds are grow- 
ing the past week, I am 
reminded of the ‘‘Jack and 
the Beanstalk’ story. You 
remember that Jack planted 


this bean, and almost over- 
night it grew into a tall plant. 

Weeds in peanuts, corn 
and soybeans are not grow- 
ing that rapidly: However, 
cockleburs, coffeeweeds, 
morning glories, and crab- 
grass are getting a head start 
in a lot of fields. Just as soon 
as the weather clears up, 
Coffee County row crop 
producers will need to bring 
out the big guns and heavy 
artillery to bring those weeds 
under control. 

The unusually heavy rain- 
fall which we have had 
causes seed to germinate 
that ordinarily would not 
germinate.

And then there's the 
problem of taste. Many of us 
like the salty taste and don’t 
like the flavor of some foods 
without salting them. 

Learn to enjoy the un- 
salted flavors of foods. Cook 
with only small amounts of 
added salt. Add little or no 
salt to food at the table. And 
limit your intake of salty 
foods, such as potato chips, 
pretzels, salted nuts and 
popcorn. 

The amount you eat can 
be controlled by careful food 
selection while shopping. 
Read food labels carefully to 
determine the amounts of 
sodium in processed foods 
and snack items.

LAWN WEEDS 

We have had a lot of calls 
this spring on spurweed and 
rattlesnake weed, Spurweed 
is a very low-growing, tiny 
plant in the lawn which 
produces spiked burs. If the 
infestation is bad enough in 
your lawn, you won't be able 
to walk on it without shoes, It 
is a very bad pest. 

Rattlesnake weed grows 
right under the surface of the 
ground and partially on top. 
It has elongated stems and is 
a nuisance. 

If you have spurweed, 
use Balan granules in the fall 


in October and again about | 


the first week inebruary. In 
addition to this, spray your 
lawn in the early spring 
around the middle of Febru- 
ary with a material called 
33-plus. Spray an extra time 
or two if necessary. This 
method should control spur- 
weed. 


For rattlesnake weed, 
spray more than once with 
33-plus in February in the 
afternoon when the tempera- 
ture is between 55 and 60 
degrees. Two or three 
applications should bring this 
weed under control. Gen- 
erally, you should use about 


these weeds, these materials 
will also control a lot of other 
weeds.

You could use some 8-8-8 or 
ammonium nitrate depend- 
ing on how you fertilized in 
the beginning. 

5. Spray for insects if 
necessary. 


SOYBEAN TROUBLE 

Do you want to know one 
reason soybeans are so much 
cheaper this year than last 
year? One big factor, of 
course, is the crop which was 
made last year. However, 
nationally the projections are 
that we will plant about one 
percent less in 1980 than we 
did in 1979, One of the 
problems is that oil seed 
supplies including soybeans, 
sunflowers, and cottonseed 
may be a record. 

Another big factor is that 
South America could produce 
about 30-35 percent more 
soybeans this year than they 
did last year. For example, 
growers in Brazil increased 
from 8 million tons in 1974 to 
a projected 16 million tons 
this year. In other words, 
they have doubled produc- 
tion in about five years. 

Argentina is the second 
largest producer in South 
America. They are produc- 
ing large amounts for export. 
All these factors are keeping 
the price of soybeans low.

A 
lack of federal funds earlier 
threatened suspension — of 
benefits, but Congress last 
Week appropriated $2.556 
billion for the program 
nationwide to keep it from 
shutting down, 

Needless to say, we are 
glad that Congress acted in 
time.” Ron Smith, Director 
of the Coffee County Depart- 
ment of Pensions and 
Security, said of the action. 
“A suspension of benefits 
would have had a disastrous 
effect on recipients, — in- 
cluding many elderly people 
who depend totally on food 
stamps to meet their food 
needs,"' 

The food stamp program, 
which reaches about 3876 


neoole in Coffee County with 
$114,000 a month in stamps, 
is administered in Alabama 
by the Department of 
Pensions and Security. All of 
the stamps, however, are 
supplied by the federal 
government through the U, 
S., Department of Agricul- 
ture, which regulates the 
program nationwide, 
“Without the additional 


appropriation by Congress, ° 


the program would have run 
out of money all over the 
country on June 1,'’ Smith 
said, ‘Our agency was pre- 
pared to reduce, cancel or 
delay benefits, depending on 
What was directed by the 
USDA, but, luckily, we won't 
have to do that now." 
While the food stamp 
program remains intact for 
the immediate future, he/
